What shall be the Missouri State flow- 
er? » 

“Shall be’’ is correct. There is no of- 
ficial flower at present, according to 
Secretary of State Roach and H. C. 


Irish, member of the State Horticultural 
Board and former superintendent of 
Shaw’s Garden. This is an unfortunate 
time for Missouri to be caught without 
a State flower, for one is needed to dec- 
orate the Missouri special train to the 
San Francisco Exposition. As the train 
does not leave until April 26, there is 
still time to remedy this defect. 

Here are some Missouri flowers, eligi- 
ble for selection. Liverwort (not to be 
confused with liverwurst), monkey 
flower, skunk cabbage, black-eyed Su- 
san, sneezeweed, Dutchman’s breeches, 
traveler’s joy, chinquapin and ice plant. 

Sunflower Out of It. 

The sunflower is out of the competi- 
tion, being the official flower of a neigh- 
boring State, Kansas. The goldenrod, 
which has been suggested, was elected 
some years ago, by a vote of school 
children, as the national flower. This 
was done without consulting hay fever 
sufferers, who hate the sight, and par- 
ticularly the smell, of goldenrod; but as 
the referendum had not been generally 
introduced at - time, nothing could 
the subject.

Mayor Likes the Rose. 

Mayor Kiel showed a published list in 
which the goldenrod appeared as the 
official State flower of Missouri and 
Alabama.

Prof. MH. F. Major of the Horticulture 
Department of the University of Mis- 
souri, said the goldenrod was never 
chosen as the State flower, though 
school children in one part of the 
State once voted for it. He thinks the 
black-eyed Susan, or black and. gold 
daisy, would be a more appropriate 
choice. 

St. Louis, which supplies the South- 
western and Central Western millinery 
market, is a center for the manufacture 
of artificial flowers, and it has been sug- 
gested that the train be decorated with 
these Washington avenue blossoms, par- 
ticularly as April is too early for most 
of the State’s regular flowers to be in 
bloom.

The list of dead, dying and injured has in- 


creased from a relatively small figure last night to 
more than 50,000, according to an official 
nouncement today, and it is expected that this 


number may grow before the day is over. 

The destruction of the town of Avezzano, a community of some 
12,000 people in Aquila Province, 63 miles east of Rome, is 
virtually complete. There is good authority for the statement that 
not more than 10 per cent of the population survived the disaster. 
Reports of damage in varying degrees of severity have come 
from Latium, Abruzzi, Umbria, the Marches, Tuseany, Aeslia, 
Campania and Apulia. 

In the provinces of Abruzzi, Latium and Campania the quake 
reached its highest degree, described by scientists as ‘‘catastrophic,’’ 
and in other places it varied between the seventh and the tenth de. . 
grees. 

Officials and Families Killed at Avezzano. 

An employe of the municipality of Avezzano says the dead 
include the subprefect and the members of his family; the whole 
staff of the prefecture, the staff of the law courts, the Mayor and 
all the members of the municipal council. Ninety-five out of the 
100 soldiers who comprise the local garrison, lost their lives, as 
did four out of the seven customs officials and eight out of the 
nine local policemen. 

The man was on the street ‘when the shock came. To him it 
seemed as if everything fell to pieces at once. An immense clond 
of dust arose from the ruins ind veiled the sky. The few sur- 
vivors assembled in Torlonia Square. Suffering from shock, if 
not from actual wounds, they were not capable of helping the 
wounded buried in the ruins.

E ultime notizie provenienti della zona colpita ieri dal terremoto 

L. informano che vi e' stata grande perdita di vite e di 

Si crede, in massima, che i morti ammontino a 
50,000, ma si teme che possano essere assai di piu’. 

La zona del terremoto si estende per circa trecento miglia, cioe’ 
da Napoli, al Sud, ‘a Ferrara, nel Nord, e per tutta la estensione da 
Est ad Ovest, nella regione indicata. 

I paesi posti ad Est e Sud-Est di Roma sono quelli che hanno 
sofferto di piu’, almeno a stando a quanto si sa per ora, poiche’ le 
notizie di maggior perdita di vite e di averi vengono appunto da 
quelle localita. Avezzano, una citta’ di circa 12,000 abitanti, situata 
63 miglia ad Est di Roma, pare sia» stata proprio il centro del 
terremoto, e la pioccola cittadina, insieme a molti altri paesi cir- 
convicini. e’ stata distrutta. 

Fra i paesi distrutti vi sono i seguenti: Bussi, Capelle, Scurcola, 
Magliano, Cappadocia, Celano e Pescia.

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the roar of falling houses could be heard the voices of women calling on 
the saints to help them. The city was under a cloud of dust. To the 
driver it looked as if the earth had opened to emit columns of white smoke. 

This. young man tried to drive back to Avezzano but he could -make 
no headway. He and his horses were blinded by the dust. Soon he saw 
survivors struggling to make their way from the city. Many had received 
injuries and wcre dragging themselves through the dust and confusion in 
Some were so weak they fell by the roadside. The ob- 
jective of the refugees was the railroad station, which soon was crowded 
with half-frantic men, women and children. Before the driver left the 
neighborhood organized efforts were being made to convey the most 
severely wounded to nearby hospitals. 

At Scurola, a woman who unearthed the body of her three-year-old 
child suddenly became insane. At Popoli, a young husband, returning 
from the fields where had been at work, rushed to his home and found it 
a heap of ruins. He tore away the fallen masonry and entered what re- 
mained of his home only to find his wife dead with the baby in her arms. 

At Sora an old grandfather, the sole survivor of his family, insisted 
on forcing his way through the shattered walls of what once had been his 
home. Suddenly the walls collapsed and the old man was buried with 
the other members of his family. 

A train, which yesterday was reported missing, has. been found near 
Avezzano. It had run off the track. 


Injured Arriving in Rome Confirm ~ 
News of Avezzano’s Destruction 


LONDON, Jan. 14.—The Express, in an edition issued at 7 ,o’clock 
| today, says the dead at Avezzano alone will number several thousand. 
A train has just arrived at Rome with 100 injured from Avezzano and 
Tagiie-cozzo, says a dispatch, to Reuter’s Telegram Co. from the Italian 
2apital, who confirm the news that Avezzano has been completely destroyed. 
The correspondent of the Express in Rome, in his story of the earth- 
quake, says that the shocks were felt with varying results throughout the 
whole district between Rome and Naples. In Rome, he declares, it is 
established that there was no loss of life, although many ancient works 
and buildings were severely damaged. 

“The serious loss of life occurred outside of Rome,’ the Express cor- 
respondent ecéntinues, “especially in the mountain towns on the road to 
Naples. The towns entirely destroyed include Bussi, Scurcola, Capelle, 
Magliano and Cappadocia, The shock was severe in Naples, but the damage 
is slight. 

“Troops are being rushed to the afflicted districts. There is need of 
the quickest assistance owing to the fact that snow covers the country and 
blocks the roads. Communication over the entire wrecked section is 
exceedingly difficult. 

A dispatch from Rome to the Daily News gives the following official 
statements issued there regarding the earthquake: 

“The district of Stlmoha is badly damaged and the victims are 
numerous. Twenty persons were killel and many injured at Vilalago. 
Rescue work has been started at Popoli and Pentina, where many houses 
are damaged, 

“The damage is extensive at Aquila and Isola Delliri and seven other 
small towns in the province of Rome. 

“The village of Sora has been razed to the ground.

NEW YORK, Jan. 14.—John L. Mann, 
{crmer Director of Public Works of the | 
Lominican Republic, testified today that 
he had been removed from office by the 
Dominican Government at the behest 
of James M. Sullivan, American Minis- 
ter, in the interests, he believed, of the 
Banco Nacional of Santo Domingo, con- 
trolled by the Samuel M. Jarvis inter- 
ests of New York, 

Mann appeared as a witness in the 
inquiry ordered by President Wilson, 
which is being conducted here by Sen- 
ator-elect Phelan of San Francisco, into 
Sullivan’s fitness to retain his post. 

He said that, after unsuccessful ef- 
forts had been made by Sullivan and 
EF. J. R. Mitchell, president of the 
Banco Necional, to get him to transfer 
Government funds to the institution, 
presumably to save it from insolvency, 
Sullivan had demanded his rembdval oy 
Minister of Public Works De Ova, ani 
that his discharxe followed on the pre- 
tense of irregularities. 

The Bance Nacional paid $5000 to De 
Oca, he was told, as the price of break- 
ing the three-year contract which, Mann 
said, the Government had made wit 
him. 


Correborates Charge 
Mann corroborated in ae respects 


the charges made by Walker W. Vick 
former Receiver-General of Customs 
that Sullivan acted in the interest of 
the Jarvis group of financiers who, it 
i; alleged, were seeking to exploit Do. 
minican aébfairs. | 

The witness testified that on the day 
the Banco Nacional was reported to be 
insolvent Sullivan and Mitchell called 
on the Minister of Finance, They be- 
lieved that he (Mann) -had $50,000 in 
funds of the Department of Public 
Works, which they wanted transferred 
to the Banco Nacional. Main said he 
had no such sum, but the next day he 
received an unsigned letter written in 
Spanish, instructing him to’ deposit the 
funds in “the bank. 

No Signature on Letter, 

“The letter showed signs of not hav- 
ing been written by a Spaniard,’ Mann 
continued. “It had a place at the end 
for the signature of ‘Minister of Fi- 
nance.’ I think is was intended to be 
sent to the Minister to sign, but that the 
messenger had delivered it to me by 
mistake. The Minister of Finance denied 
that he had ever authorized such a let- 
ter.”’ 

“I was told by De Oct,” said the wit- 
ness, ‘“‘that Minister Sullivan had come 
to him and said it was necessary to get 
rid of me and get a practical man and 
that Sullivan would attend to it.”’ 

Until Sullivan arrived, the attitude of 
the Government toward the Banco Na- 
cionale was hostile, Mann said. He 
described a railway concession obtained 
by the Samuel M. Jarvis estate, said to 
be interested in the Banco Nacional, and 
another concession obtained by the Sis- 
son Construction Co., another Jarvis en- 
terprise, for supplies for the Domini- 
can Government.

Floods on Aisne Compel French to 
Move to South Bank, 

PARIS, Jan. 4.—The War Office’s of- 
ficial communication tssued today was 
as follows: 

“In Belgium the firing of our artillery 
was Interfered with by the fog. Never- 
theless the cannonading yesterday was 
very spirited in the vicinity of Nieu- 
port and around Ypres. Certain detach- 
ments of Belgian troops blew up, at a 
point to the southeast of Stuyvekne- 
skerke, the buildings on a farm which 
were serving the enemy as a depot for 
his ammunition. 

“Between the Lys and the Oise, in the 
region of Lens, our artillery were suc-

‘ “To the north of Soissons there was 
determined fighting all day yesterday.

On our left in this field our 
counter attack made slight progress, 
but without succeeding in recording: a 
material advance. On the center we re- 
tained our positions around the village 
of Crovy in spite of the repeated ef- 
forts of the enemy to dislodge us, but 
or the east in front of Vregny we were 
ovliged to yield. 

“The continued flood stage of the 
river Aisne has carried away several 
of the regular bridges as well as some 
of the temporary foot bridges which 
we threw across the river. The lines 
of cemmunication for our troops were 
consequently made uncertain. Under 
these conditions we established our- | 
selves on the south bank of the river, 
in the region between Crovy and Misey 
with bridge heads on the north bank in 
our possession. 

“Along the remainder of the front on 
the River Aisne, there was yesterday 
pothing more than artillery exchanges. 

“In Champagne, the regien of Perthes, 
continues to be the scene of local en- 
gagements for the possession of German 
trenches on the second and third lines of 
defense.

GRAND JURY GETS. 
FACTS IN ROBBER

Dr. Kinder Tells Coroner Why 
He Did Not: Report Hoch 
thurn Had Been Shot.

several customers, took $4 in change 
from the till. Matt Donnelly, a friend 
of .Hochthurn, was also identified by 
Shearer as the other man.

STATE PRISON IS. 
TO BE CONDEMNED 


Special Senate Committee, After 
Two-Year Inquiry, Also Will 
3 Oppose Whipping. 


By a Staff gh me of the Post- 
c 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 14.—Addition- 
al information obtained today concern- 
ing the forthcoming report of the State 
Senate committee, appointed two years 
ago to investigate conditions at the State 
Penitentiary, indicated that the report 
will recommend ‘removal of the manage- 
ment of the prison from politics and 
prohibition of the whipping post and 
of “rings” as a mode of punishment. 

Information made public in the Post- 
Dispatch Monday told of recommenda- 
tions for the immediate abolition of the 
contract labor system and many other 
reforms, 

The committee will recommend, it is 
said, that the prison be managed by & 
board of three members, probably to be 
selected one each by the Governor, the 
Senate and House of Representatives. 
This board would select the Warden, 
who would not be a man to be rewarded 
politically, but from the most experi- 
enced and advanced prison men of the 
country. It is proposed to increase the 
salary to $7000 or $8000 a year, and to 
provide a physician who shall be in 
constant attendance. 

Included in the plan is a recommenda- 
tion that the indeterminate sentence 
should be substituted ,for the present 
definite sentence for all cases except 
murder, attgck, arson and perjury, and 
that the convicts should be so handled 
that good behavior will reduce their 
sentence and bad conduct increase the 
term of their imprisonment.

Although it was said that after this 
trip the interests of Hungary were given 
more attention, Count Tissa did not 
stop his agitation and in a speech on 
New Year's day complained that Hun- 
gary’s position had not been fully re- 
cognized. 
* Count Was Taken te Task. 

Insisting upon military and political 
harmony between Hungary and Austria 
and Germany, he said pointedly that the 
Hungarian nation must assume the 
place it deserved in consequence of its 
material and moral strength, its active 
energy and the fact that all its inter- 
ests, aspirations and desires were in 
complete accord with the true interests 
of the monarchy. 

The Vienna papers took Count Tisza 
to task for this speech, one of them, 
Die Zeit, saying it was impossible to re- 
ply ‘on account of the censorship. The 
appointment of Baron Burian suggests, 
however, that the Emperor has decided 
to give Hungary a greater voice in the 
government of the country. 


Baron Burian was at one time Austro- 


Hungarian Minister of Finance, so that 
he has had some experience in the larger 
problems of the monarchy, and latterly 
he has been Hungarian Minister to the 
royal court—evidenee that he is in royal 
favor.

Up Office. 

VIENNA, Jan. 14.—The communication 
published fn the evening edition of the 
Fremden Blatt yesterday announcing 
the retirement: of the Austrian Foreign 
Minister said: 

“Count von Berchtold, who for a long 
while desired to retire’ and who had 
asked the Emperor to relieve him of his 
office, renewed the request. The Emper- 
or, recognizing the important personal 
reasons moving the Foreign Minister to 
take this step, has granted his request. 

“Count von Berchtold will be succeed- 
ed by the Hungarian Minister, Baron 
Stephen Burian von Rajeoz.”

Nordica and one of the 
executors of her estate, sought to pre- 
vent Young from attempting, in New 
Jersey or elsewhere, to probate a will 
made by the singer in July,.1910, in 
place of a will made by her Jan. 14, 
1918, which her executors are now seek- 
ing to probate In this country. 

A motion to strike out the parts of 
the motion papers, including the let- 
ters, will be argued before Justice Goff 
tomorrow, at which time & will be de 
termined whether the motion papers 
shall be amended by the withdrawal of 
‘portions objectionable to Young. 

Mme. Nordica died of pneumonia at 
Batavia, Jamaica, May 10, 1914 She 
left an estate estimated at $1,900,000, in-

In her recital Mrs. Rogers, who is 


disappointment was bitter when Lorlys 
told her that his wife was. not qetes 
ready to give him up. I went to her 
many times and tried my best to com- 
fort her. She believed in me, but I 
could see that she was becoming bit- 
ter. She feared the promises would not 
be kept.” 

Mrs. Rogers said she was not person- 
ally acquainted with Mrs. Giddings- 
Rogers, but had seen her once or twice. 

Mrs. Rogers told her story in full to 
District Attorney Martin before he took 
her.into the grand jury room. 

Mrs. Walters has so far recovered 
that the hospital physicians are cer- 
tain she will be able to leave her room 
within a few days. It is planned to 
transfer her to the county jail Tues- 
day and Coroner Jerome Healy has ar- 
ranged to hold the inquest into the chil- 
dran’s deaths on Wednesday.

“Mrs. Walters was a faithful,’ loyal 
mother,” the witness said before she 
was led into the grand jury room. ‘Had 
Rogers been freed of his present wife as 
he was of me six years ago, this trag- 
edy, I am sure, would never have oc- 
curred. She realized, I think, that 
Lorlys could not make her his wife and 
then, because of her position with the 
two children, his distraction drove her 
to commit the crime. 

“She had lost faith in humanity, and 
in a moment of mental suftering decided 
to end all her trouble. 

‘“‘My sympathies are all with the wom- 
an in the hospital. There was never a 
‘woman legally married who was more 
devoted or true to her husband than 
Mrs. Walters was to Lorlys. Many 
times I visited her in the apartment in 
the Bronx, where she lived with the 
two babies. I talked to her about her 
future and buoyed up her hopes as best 
I could, Yet she constantly dreaded 
that the time would come when Lorlys 
would have to tell her that he had 
failed in his efforts to get his liberty. 


Tells of Agreement. 
“There was an arrangement. Mr. 


Rogers had a copy of it, and I believe 
that Mrs. Caroline Giddings Rogers has 
another copy. It provided for a di- 
vorce, but for some reason it) was not 
kept. He had made such an agreement 
with me and when the time came that 
he felt that he had a greater love for 
his present wife than he had for me, I 
gave him up.. It was a terrible thing 
for me .to do, and no one will ever 
know how much I suffered. 

‘“Lorlys was a young man, a member 
of my father’s law firm in Montgom- 
ery, Ala., when I became acquainted 
with him. We came to New York after 
our marriage,. and for several years 
lived happily. 

“Our son Lorlys was becoming quite 
a boy when I began to notice that my 
husband was becoming negligent. At 
first I thought that it was due to hard 
work, but as the months went along I 
began to be suspicious. 

“Suddenly, in 1907, the truth came out. 
Lorlys told me he had met the sister 
of an old acquaintance, Miss Giddings. 
He asked me if I would agree to let him 
have a divorce, so that he could be 
happy with her. That request stunned 
me, but then we had an understanding 
that in such an event it would be bet- 
er to live apart-ard make nogsgible the 
divorce to grant the happiness found in 
a new love. 

“*Lorlys gave me money and I. went 
at once to Reno, where I soon obtained 
a divorce from him on the ground of 
ixcompatibility of temperament. That 
was in June, 1909, and four months later 
he married Miss Giddings. 

“I held no resent for him. On the 
contrary, we were friendly and after 
his second marriage he provided for me 
when it. was necessary. Lorlys, no mat- 
ter what may be said of him, was kind 
hearted. As I respected him, he re- 
spected me. 

‘The happiness of Lorlys and his sec- 
cnd wife was of short duration. Soon 
after they furnished their apartment on 
Riverside Drive he began visiting the 
wife of Arthur Walters. Gradually the 
two were drawn into more close com- 
panionship. 

“‘Lorlys, I know, married Miss Gid- } 
dings because he loved her. There was 
no other motive. He had plenty of 
raoney and his.-law practice was excel- 
lent. In Ida Walters he saw a woman 
who loved art’ and whose tastes were 
like his.

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ITALY’S BARTHQUAKE DISASTER. 

The extent and effects of the earthquake disaster 
grow with late news from the stricken territory. 
Advices now put the dead and wounded at 50,000, 
with reports coming in, The section of Italy where 
the shock was deadliest is populous and is noted 
for its écenic beauty and historic interest. 

How much damage has been done to ancient 
buildings and memortals cannot be Known until 
careful investigation has been made; nor will the 
roster of dead and wounded be completed until 
all parts of the earthquake territory have been 
heard from. But the information at hand indi- 
cates that, while the disaster is not so great as 
that of the Sicilian earthquake, it will rank high 
ir loss of life and property. 

The European war, however, has modified the 
shock of the news. Fifty thousand dead and 
wounded, destruction of historic buildings and 
world-renowned memorials and art works do not 
affect us as they would have a few months ago. 
Death by wholesale and widespread destruction 
of property have become commonplace. They are 
everyday tales. Fifty thousand dead and wound- 
ed have no shocking significance In view of the 
strewn battlefields of Belgium, France, Germany, 
Russia, Austro-Hungary, Servia and Turkey. A 
few towns swallowed up are minor incidents in 
view of shell-smashed and burned cities. 

Yet our overstrained sympathy goes out to 
stricken Italy. We must take care of the victims 
of nature as well as the victims of war.

Jackson Johnson, president of the In- 
ternationa) Shoe Co., after an inspec- 
tion of the ruins of his home at Penn- 
sylvania avenue and Delmar boulevard, 
University City, today said he was al- 
most sure the fire atout 1:30 a. m. 
yesterday started ‘around the $10,000 elec- 
tric organ, his Christmas gift to his 
family. 

The organ was under the main stair- 
way, leading from the first to second 
floor. Servants told him that when 
they were awakened, the flames were 
breaking out around the stairway. 

The. electric voltage in the house and 
in thé organ, Johnson said, were: not 
known to him. He played the electric 
‘organ the. night of the fire, and said 
‘it did not sound right. P 

Johnson eald he had not yet ascer- 
tainéa the exact amount of insurance 
he ‘carried on* his home, but he was still 
under the impression it was between 
$140,000 and $200,000. An inventory would 
have to be made, he said, before the 
exact loss could be determined, but he 
still believed it was considerably greater 
than the insurance. 

Johnson said he supposed be would re- 
buila the home. He intended consulting 
a contractor today and begin immediate- 
ly clearing away of the debris. The ruins 
still were smoldering and firemen. this 
morning still were playing one stream 
of water on them. 

Johnson said he was sure all the fam- 
ily jewels, rare paintings and personal 
property were lost. Among the collec- 
tion of paintings were two unfinished 
portraits of Mr. and Mrs. Johnson which 
were being painted by Richard Miller, 
the noted St. Louis artist who recently 
~eturned from France. These paintings 
were 40x48 inches each. Miller visited 
the Johnson home on Saturdays and 
Sundays to work. 

A vault which had been on the second 
floor and which now is in the ruins in 
the basement, contained only silverware 
belonging to Johnson’s son, Andrew.

PROGRAM FOR TRIP OF FLEET 
THROUGH CANAL CHANGED 


American and Foretgn Vessels Will 
Gather at Cristobal Instead of 
Hampton Roads. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Approval by 
Congress of a change in plans for the 
cruise of the Atlantic fleet and visiting 
foreign war vessels to San. Francisco 
to celebrate ihe opening of the Panama 
Canal was all that was needed today to 
make the program for the event culi- 

plete. 

When Congress author|zed the cruise it 
was expressly provided that the Unit7d 
States. should invite the maritime na- 
tions of the worid to send naval vessels 
t« Hampton Roads in connection with 
the celebration. The Kuropean war has 
made this tmpossible and the plan has 
been abandoned. 

In announcing the prograin Secretary 
Daniels said instead of t international 
rendezvous at Hampton ads the ves- 
vels would proceed directly to Cristehal 
at the entrance to the canal and pass 


through to the Pacific side at stated 


intervals. 

The Secretary points out that the 
isthmus would be a more convenient 
eathering piace, both for the American 
fleet and the few visiting vessels thar 
will participate. Thus far only Spain, 
l’ortugal, Argentinn and Cuba have ac- 
cepted invitations. 

Legislation bv Congress will now be 
necessary to make the change in the 
rrosram and Secretary Daniels said to: 
day he was confident that it would be 
forthcoming immediately. 

While Col. Goethals has said that he 
could not guarantee passige througr 
the canal because of earth slides, the 
rrogram has been prepared with the 
view that it would be possible.’ The 
vanguard of the Atlantic fleet will pase 
through the canal Feb. 26. followed by 
other vessels daily until March 10. At 
that time President Wilson aboard the 
battleship New York will transfer to the 
old Oregon for the trip through the 
‘canal. 


BIS TO MAKE @LERKS ATTEND

Revenue Men -Ordered Here to 
Go Over Records of Eastern 
District of Missouri. 


The Treasury Department at Wash- 


Instrict did not contribute as much a= 
it should to the 1913 Income tax, ha’ 
crdered' two internal revenue officers to 
&t. Louis, assigned especially to inves- 
tigate books of corporations to satisfy 
the Government it is getting all the in- 
ceme tax due to it. 
These agents, Edward White ar- 
George P. Wallen, will reach St. Louis 
tomorrow from New York and at once 
enter upon their duties. 

Receipts Are Disappearing. 
The Eastern Missouri District, for a 
10-months period in 1913, paid $1,404,723 in- 
come tax, of which $976,892 was paid by 
corporations and $517,831 by individuals. 
This was not as much as the Govern- 
ment had anticipated would be paid in 
Eastern Missouri, the estimates having 
heen based previously ypon letters re- 
ceived from bankers a business men 
concerning certain individuals known te 
have big incomes. 
This apparent shortage In expected in- 
come tax, it was explained today by |. 
G. Nutt, Revenue Agent in charge at St. 
Louis, did not apply solely to the Hast- 
ern Missouri District, but was quite gen- 
erak For this reason, it is said, Special 
Revenue Agents, on the same duty as 
White and Mallen, are now being sent 
into almost every revenue district. 

Where the income exceeds $20,000 a 
in person, for the surtax applies to 
in person, for the super-tax applies to 
an income of $20,000 or more, and the 
percentage of the surtax becomes higher 
as the income increases, the maximum 
income tax being 6 per cent on an 
income of $500,000. 

The 1913 income tax was not collect- 
ed at the source because it was col- 
lected for only 10 months of that year. 
The income tax became effective Nov. 1 
1913, and was retroactive for eight 
months, making 10 months in 1913 for 
which Income tax had to be paid. 

Meany corporations already had paid 
eight months’. salary to employes, or 


the Government decided it would not 
be practical to colleet at the source. 
Consequently each individual obtained 
ylanks and personally made returns, 


June 30, or penalties will be as- 
sessed. Income taxpayers are required 
to file, before March 1, their returns, 
stating their total Income, The reventie 
office, since Jan. 1, has mailed out abeut 
16,000 income tax returns for 1913. About 
3000 of these are for individuals, and the 
others for corporations. 

Those who did not pay Income tax 
for 1913, but whose income in 111 
brought them within the income tax 
jaw, are expected to voluntarily file re- 
turns, unless they know that their re- 
turn has been filed by the company em- 
tlovying them. A single man must pay 
a tax on that part of his income ex- 
cceding $3000, and a married man must 
pc y on that part of his income exceed- 
ine $4000. The tax, for incomes less than“ 
$20,000, is 1 per cent. 

This year, and in future, income tax 
will be collected at the source. A com- 
pany paying a man $3000 a year must 
file hn income tax return for that em- 
ploye. If the employe is married, he 
must. so state, and must signify that 
he is living with his wife, Corpora- 
tions. handling investments, must make 
returns on the income of their invest- 
ors. Employers or investment comp2- 
nies not only must file the returns with 
the Revenue Collector, but also must 
pay the income tax, and deduct it from 
the salary due to the employe, or the 
interest due to the investor. 

How the System Works. 

An instance of how the income x 
applies was cited by revenue agents to- 
day. If an employe gets $4090 a year 
salary, and is married, he is exempt 
from payment of income tax. He must 
wign “Form 1007, * an exemption blank, 
which releases the employer from the 
necessity of deducting any sum from his 
salary for incame tax,
